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Bombs and Brickbats 
Kill 15 in SOth Day of 


Riots in Lahore, India 


LAHORE, India, May 18—(#)—Thousands of persons fled from 
Lahore, provincial capital-of the Punjab, Sunday, seeking to escape 
bomb and brickbat fights between Hindu, Moslem and Sikh mobs 
which have caused at least 15 deaths. 

Police fired on the mobs several times during the day in attempts 
to halt the riotous street battles. It was the fiftieth day of com- 
munal rioting in Lahore. 

Casualties remained uncounted when night fell, but one hospital 
said it had received 11 dead and 32 wounded, and a police official 
reported 15 had been killed and 12 wounded in a predawn baftle. 

British and Gurkha troops were recalled from cantonments to 
assist police in trying to restore order. 

The worst situation developed in Lahore’s old walled city. 
Associated Press Bureau Manager Anand Swarup said fires in 
that section lighted the sky as brightly as sunshine. 


Jones Denies Young's Charges in B&O Deal 


WASHINGTON, May 18—(4)—Jesse H. Jones declared Sunday 
“many untruths have been purposely publicized” about an $80,000.- 
000 Reconstruction Finance Corporation loan to the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad. He denied there was anything “irregular or unnatw 
ral” about it. 

Breaking his silence for the first time since the Senate Banking 
Committee, headed by Sen. Tobey, Republican, of New Hampshire, 
launched its inquiry, the former RFC Chairman specifically accused 
Robert R. Young, Chairman of the Board of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad, of making “false statements.” 

Young told the Committee May 5 the handling of the transaction 
by the RFC and the B. & O. was “either dishonest or incompetent” 
and “one does not expect incompetency in financial matters from 
RFC or former RFC officials.” 

Jones said that Young’s statements to the Committee “come with 
poor grace from a man who controls several large railroad systems 
and is endeavoring to extend his contro! to other important roads. 
His attempt to discredit honorable men before the world, their 
families and their friends is contemptible and deserving of public 
censure. 


Chinese Declare Martial Law in Changchun 


NANKING, May 18—(4)—The increasing Communist offensive 
in Manchuria forced the declaration of martial law Sunday night 
in the threatened capital city of Changchun, while Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek angrily told Chinese students their demonstrations 
were Communist-instigated and would be sternly suppressed. 

Chiang Kai-shek, between conferences with his top generals, 
issued a long written statement to university students. An estimated 
15,000 of them from 16 universities in a half-dozen cities now are 
on strike, demanding more food, changes in courses, and airing 
a wide variety of grievances. 

Chiang condemned the students for “unreasonable and excessive” 
demands and told them the money the Government pays for their 
upkeep came from “the toiling masses, who are in an indescribable 
plight, surviving on pitifully little.” 


Lynch Suspects Await Ruling On ‘Confessions’ 


GREENVILLE, S. C., May 18—(UP)—Judge J. Robert Martin, 
Jr., plans to rule Monday on defense motions which would confine 
each defendant’s guilt in South Carolina’s mass lynch trial to the 
context of his own ‘signed statement. And each statement blamed 
other defendants as the organizers and perpetrators of the lynching 
of Negro Willie Earle. 

Defense attorneys had moved that seven of the 31 accused men 
be set free and that each of the 26 “confessions” read into the 
record be considered only as it applied to the individual defendant 
who signed it. 

Eight of the 26 statements had named Roosevelt C. Hurd as the 
gunman o.” the iynch mob. If the defense motion carries, only 
Hurd’s own statement would be used as evidence against him. 


Clay To Tell Germany Full U. 5. Food Story 


BERLIN, Monday, May 19—(4)—Gen. Lucius D. Clay disclosed 
Sunday he had launched an extensive, campaign to tell hungry 


Germans the “full story” of American efforts to provide them with 


food. One motive, he said, was to counteract communist prope- 
ganda stressing food shortages in the Western zones.

World Cotton Crop 
Estimate Shrinks 


WASHINGTON, May 18—(4)— 
The Agriculture Department re- 
ported Sunday that 1946-47 world 
cotton production was slightly 
smaller than previously estimated. 

The latest figures show the crop 
totaled 21,500,000 bales of 500 
| pounds gross weight compared 
| with an earlier estimate of 22,050,- 
000 bales. The prewar average 
'was 31,000,000 bales. 

The Department said the crop 
‘did not reach earlier expectations 
‘largely because unfavorable 
| weather cut production in_ the 
'United States and the Southern 

Hemisphere.

Retirement of H. J. Cates, vet- 
eran chief of the Sanitary Depart- 
ment, will be the signal for mer- 
ger of the 488 Sanitary Depart- 
ment employees under the Engi- 
neering Division of the Health De- 
partment. These employees, added 
to the 150 now employed in the 


Health Division, will push the total | 


of health employees to 638, larger 
than any other department of the 
city except schools. 

Dr. James F. Hackney, Director 
of the Health Department, has 
placed operation of sanitary activ- 
ities of the city under Health Engi- 
neer Stafford W. Graydon. For 
several weeks Graydon has been 
working with Cates learning the 
intricacies of the department’s 
operations.

When Cates formally leaves the 


employ of the city, he will have 
ended one of the longest and most 
spectacular careers of any division 
chief in history. He began his 
work in 1916 when he was called 
to Atlanta to perform an emer- 
gency job on the incinerator. 

In 1925 Cates was instrumental 
‘in securing a contract through 
which the city sold steam gen- 
erated at the incinerator to the 
Georgia Power Company, and 
since that time the city has netted 
$618,765 from a product which 
prior to the contract was wasted. 


Cates superintended the con- 
struction of a new $550,000 in- 
cinerator which began operation in 
1941. Its operations have ex- 
ceeded every expectation and it 
has become a model for other 
cities. Almost every week engi- 
neers from various parts of the 
country arrive to inspect the At- 
lanta installation. 


With the operation of the new 
equipment, Cates saved 16 jobs in 
the department at a time when 
labor was so scarce it was almost 
impossible to recruit workers. 

Cates became Assistant Chief of 
the department in 1932 and in 
1934 was elected Chief, succeed- 
ing the late John Jentzen. He 
also introduced the first innova- 
tions and improvements in gar- 
bage collections. Inaugurating a 
system of working two trucks to- 
gether, Cates was able to keep 
one truck loading all the time.

THOMAS MANN: 


Allies Misled 
By Germans 


LONDON, May 18—(#)— 
Thomas Mann, celebrated Ger- 
man-born writer who is revisiting 
Europe for the first time since 
1939, asserted Sunday “Germany 
is again already misusing her lib- 
erty and democracy.” Self-pity, he 
said, has led Germany to fail to 
co-operate with the Allies. 

“Germany refuses to. acknowl- 
edge that misery and tr&gedy are 
not hers alone, although she her- 
self caused them,” the 71-year-old 
author told a reporter. “There is 
suffering in England and in 
France, but the German people 
refuse to acknowledge the suffer- 
ing of others. Germany takes a 
morbid pride in her own tragedy, 
believing it to be unique. It is 
self-pity, part of the national ego- 
tism, which is preventing Ger- 
many from co-operating with the 
Allies in her reviyal.” 

The Allies, he said, “were mis- 
led by the Germans’ drugged atti- 
tude after the collapse and have 
not recognized this essential un- 
willingness of the Germans to do 
their best and to co-operate with 
the victors.” 


Reds, Polish Troops 
Fight Woods Fires 


WARSAW, Poland, May 18— 
(P) — Russian and Polish troops 
joined Sunday in battling wide 
spread forest fires in Southeast 
ern and Southwestern Poland, re- 
portedly started by Ukrainian Na- 
tionalist bands resentful® over 
their expulsion to Russia. 

Warsaw newspapers said the 
fires had enveloped a 30-square- 
‘mile area near Wroclaw and also 
forests in the former East Prus- 
sian territory near Lodz. 

Under a Polish-Russian repatri- 
ation pact 484,000 Ukrainians, 
mostly living in Eastern and 
Southeastern Poland, were or- 
dered eo Russia.

Having been christened In the 
‘traditional manner, the Silver 
‘Comet departed at 12:45 on her 
inaugural run to Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham. The Silver Comet has 
|a schedule of 19 hours between 
| Atlanta and New York. This is 
‘three hours faster than the old 
'Cotton States Special which the 
‘Comet replaces. 
| There was only one untoward 
'incident. As the Comet rolled al- 
most silently out of the Pennsyl- 
vania Station the inevitable, plain- 
tive voice was heard. There al- 
ways are ladies who take the ex- 
press elevator when they want a 
local; who get on express buses 
which do not stop at their street. 
This lady was one of that tribe. 
The public had been going 
through the train and all but she 
had heeded the repeated warning 
to get off. “I thought,” she said 
plaintively, “it was going to stay 
here all day.” They let her off at 
Newark and sent her home in 
style. 

The Silver Comet, I learn from 
ithe pleasant young men who han- 
dle relations with the public, was 
named by Mrs. Emmet Sprague 
Newman, of Savannah, Ga. There 
were several thousand entries but 
Mrs, Newman’s name was easily 
the best. She got the prize on 
Christmas Day. 

The train consists of fourteen 
cars. It is the first streamliner 
carrying both sleeping cars and 
coaches to operate between Bir- 
mingham, Atlanta and New York. 
The coaches are beautifully de- 
signed. Lightweight streamlined 
sleeping cars are being built. Un- 
til they are ready, ordinary Pull- 
mans, painted silver to match the 
silver steel] coaches, are being 
used. The new sleepers will fea- 
ture something new for the South: 
double bedrooms and roomettes. 


The coaches have fluorescent 
lighting, complete air-conditioning, 
adjustable seats, radio, public ad- 
dress systems and modern interior 
decoration. 


The dining car is excellently ar- 
ranged and has one new feature. 
On the ordinary train, the hungry 
traveler trudging his way through 
the train in search of the diner, is 
able to scent it well before he 
reaches it, like a bird-dog locating 
birds. On this train he may not 
do so. A device, which can only 
be described as unique, creates a 
curtain of air which refuses even 
to permit cooking odors to enter 
the dining car, to say nothing of 
wandering aH through the train 
as they do on old-fashioned trains. 

The South is far behind the rest 
of the nation in modern, stream- 
lined rail transportation and the 
addition of new streamliner trains 
is an important advance.

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Congressman Gore Irks GOP 


Everyone knows the old story about 
figures not lving but liars sometimes fig- 
ITIng. 

How much have the Republicans saved? 
Can they really save an appreciable sum, 
or has the Government obligations to the 
public welfare and the international pol- 
icy which make that impossible? 

Republicans fret because they can’t 
come up with any great saving. Tennes- 
see's smart and able Albert Gore has be- 
come a sort of scorekeeper and he insists 
the Republicans haven’t saved, but actu- 
ally have upped costs. 


Even the person to whom figures are 
mysteries can figure something is wrong 
when the Republicans are passing labor 
measures which will require at least twice 
as much supervision and investigating 
personnel aiid yet plan great reductions 
in the machinery already established. 

Seorekeeper Gore calculates as follows: 

Instead of $897,000,000 of savings or? the 
Treasuryv-Post “Office Bill, Gore allows 
only $97,000,000. He says the $800,000,000 
balance was arbitrarily sliced from tax re- 
fund reserves that must be paid back to 
the taxpayer in any event. 

Instead of $79,000,000 cut from Labor- 
Federal Security, Gore concedes at most 
$29,000,000. He disallows a $50,000,000 cut 


for hospital and construction activities. 
A buried “authorization” for up to $150,- 
000,000 for hospital construction more than 
erases the cut. 

Gore agrees a_ full $134,000,000 
saved on the House-passed Interior Bill, 
and another $162,893,000 on the State, Jus- 
tice, Commerce and Judiciary Bill just 
reported. 

Thus, on all four bills, Gore concedes a 
saving of just $422,893,000. 

How does he show the Republicans 
nearly $400,000,000 in the red? 

He simply turns to the House-passed 
Knutson bill, slashing taxes. 

Under the Knutson bill, retroactive tax 
cuts for the first six months of this year 
would be refunded to taxpayers in 1948. 

At rock-bottom, Gore figures these re- 
funds would add another $757,000,000 to 
1948 budget costs. Actually, they may run 
as high as $1,200,000,000. 

If Congressman Gore is correct, and the 
Republicans do not compete with his fig- 
ures, the present Congress may find itself 
snarled in a financial bog which will make 
for Democratic hay in 1948. If they can 
reduce taxes, make a payment on the 
debt and balance their budget, they will 
win easily. ’ 

But they must see Albert Gore in all 
their nightmares.

Louisville's Ingenuous Plan 


Evidently historic Louisville, Ga., is 
in earnest about attracting more tourists. 
And, what’s more, this one-time capital 
of the State appears to be going about 
making itself attractive for tourists in a 
logical and sensible manner. 

At present there will be no elaborate 
“motels,” tony eating establishments or 
expensive recreational places, says City 
Manager Gus Little. 

On the contrary, Louisville’s bid for 
tourist traffic will center about an organ- 
ization comprising the city’s 14 service 
etation operators and city policemen and 
other law-enforcement officers of Jeffer- 
son County. 

Citv Manager Little rightly figures that 


service station men, with courteous serv- 
ice of a superior grade, and policemen 
who know how to deal tactfully with vis- 
itors, can be a community’s biggest asset. 
He has even gone so far as to arrange a 
special FBI-directed school for Jefferson 
peace officers. The school will teach not 
only the latest methods of crime detection 
but also the principles of polite dealings 
with the public. 

Louisville’s down-to-earth plan is in- 
genuous in its simplicity. If it is carried 
out, and there is every indication it will 
be, this venerable Middle Georgia town 
will not have to worry about the more 
expensive attractions, for they will follow 
as inevitably as night follows day.

NEW YORK—The Town Hall broadcast was 

over and I had seen one of my favorite persons, 

Sen. Carl Hatch, off to a late train. I walked 

for a half hour to get rid of the tension and excitement of debate, 

and turned finally to my hotel. A block from it a guest of wind 

blew dust across the street and I realized something had got into 
my left eve, 

Up in the room, it refused to respond to eye drops, purchased 
at a drugstore before coming up. I tried to treat it lightly. The 
eye disagreed. I tried to argue that if I read a while it would 
work itself out. It didn’t. I filled the basin with water and, lacking 
an eve cup, plunged my face in it with eyes open and tried to 
wash it out. 


. By then my eye had begun to look like an angry 
Persistent owl’s eye and was hurting rather bad. I tele- 
phoned the hotel desk and asked for the house physician. He was 
attending a convention in Atlantic City. 


So I got hold of myself and said that I would go to sleep and get 
a doctor in the morning. I told the eye to quit thinking it could 
dominate me and went to bed. After a while the eye got me up. 


Sen. Hatch’s train had left at one o’clock. It was now two-thirty. 


I looked up the number of a newspaper friend who lived many 
blocks from my hotel, and rang him. He cursed me for waking him. 
I explained I wanted him to see if he could get something out of 
my eye. He said that in all his life he had had thousands of calls 
from many persons wantin, many things, but never before had he 
been called at two-thirty in the morning to get something out of 
an eye, 

I was very patient and humble about it. I got a taxi and went to 
his apartment. He tried his best, but by then the eye was swelling 
and was redder than Ilya Ehrenburg’s Russian propaganda. He 
couldn t see anything. He tried his doctor, but there was no answer. 
We figured he had gone to Atlantic City too. 


Clinic So that is how I happened to go to the New York City 

Polyclinic Hospital. Like all public hospitals, it had the 
smell of accidents. In my newspaper days I nave ridden with 
emergency cases to the public hospital and have gone there to see 
dying suicides and persons dying of gunshot wounds. But I never 
thought I’d be driving up in a cab as a patient. 

But I was, and very grateful, too. 

I went in and a bored young man at an information window 
sent me to the second floor. On the second floor a scrubwoman 
glared at me when I had to walk across where she had just finished 
scrubbing. 

In the room to which 1 was directed there sat an old woman 
who didn't seem to have anything wrong with her. Later on it 
developed she had been scared by a heart attack, A man in work- 
ing clothes sat there looking white and scared, his newly bandaged 
hand producing enough pain to make him feel faint. He was waiting 
for a bed to be made ready and a shot of something to make him 
sleep. He was in shock.

I explained about the eye. 


I took a seat and waited. Pretty soon he said for me to

pers under the heading “Personals.” Known, unofficially. as the 
“Agony Column.” ou 


Usually said seekers after human interest advertisements have 
feund their most tascinating items in The London Times, Thus 
the “Personals” column of that famous old paper has gained a world 
wide reputation. 


In American newspapers you don’t find the imagination-stirring, 
human interest advs. so frequently. Maybe Americans are more 
reticent about seeing their personal problems in print, no matter 
how cryptic the wording. 


You do see one or two, occasionally, in our own papers. Recent- 
ly, T have been informed, the number of this type of advertisement 
is Increasing. Can it be that those with domestic or heart prob- 
lems have at last discovered, in our community, the advantages of 
this semi-anonymous method of communication? 


In n On one day last week no fewer than four ad- 
0 e Issue vertisements of exceptional interest were pointed 
out. Three in the “Lost and Found” column—though one of these 
phd: belonged under “Personals.” And one actually in “Per- 
sonals,” 


(Of course, there were a number of “Personals” which were 
obviously trick advs., straight commercial output posing as personal 
messages. These don’t count in this brief essay.)

Does the GOP 
Want a Veto? 


WASHINGTON—Much of the uncertainty 
over the fate of the labor bill would seem to be 
removed by the size of the majority by which ™ 

the measure passed the Senate. 

Supporters of the measure were able to pile up a majority more 
than sufficient to override a presidential veto, in the event Mr. 
Truman should decide to send it back to Congress without his 
approval. 

That was no less true of the vote in the Senate than it was earlier 
in the Lower House, which acted first on the legislation. Both 
chambers passed the bill by more than the two-thirds majority re 
quired to override a presidential veto. 

In the Senate, of the 94 members who voted in the roll call 
or whose positions were otherwise announced, 70 approved the 
measure, whereas to pass legislation over a presidential veto only 
66 (two-thirds) of the full 96 members are required. 

In the House an even more one-sided vote prevailed. There 
the ratio was about three to one in favor of the bill. 


° The one thing that can upset the outiook fer 
Compromise final enactment of the bill, even in the face of a 
threatened White House veto, is for House and Senate conferees 
in adjusting differences in the two measures to send a bill te the 
President which would cause the Senate version of the legislation 
to lose some of its support. 

Thus, the main responsibility for the legislation now rests with 
the majority leadership of Congress. 

The bill passed by the House contains some provisions which 
are strenuously objected to by the President. Many of these were 
corrected by the Senate. It will be up to the conferees of the twe 
houses to work out an acceptable compromise. 

If the objectionable provisions are retained in the final con- 
ference agreement, the measure will be ‘almost certain to invite 
a presidential veto. And if Mr. Truman does exercise his veto 
power because of these provisions, he will be far more likely to 
command enough support from his own party members to prevent 


a veto from being overridden. 

eas One test of whether Republican leaders really 
Political Test want corrective labor legislation this session, 
therefore, or whether they are merely putting it forward as a cam- 
paign issue for next year, will come in the decision of House and 
Senate conferees. 

It will be up to this group to decide whether to make an effort 
to collaborate with the White House on the important legislation, 
or whether to prod Mr. Truman into a veto. 

No one pretends to know what the President will do for a cer. 
tainty, but many informed sources profess to believe that he may 
be persuaded to sign the bill, if it is presented to him in the final 
form adopted by the Senate. 

On the other hand. there is little disagreement on the score that 
he will send the measure back, if it embodies the objectionable 
features of the House bill. 

In other words, the Republican leadership of the two Houses nas 
it in its power to send to the President a bill that he cannot sign 
and thus defeat all chance of labor legislation this session. Or again 
it can draft. a measure so reasonable in its provisions that it would 
be difficult for him to justify a veto before the country. 

The subject is one that lends itself to politics on both sides. Mr. 
Truman may necessarily be expected to play a certain amount of 
politics with the legislation because of the bitter opposition being 
expressed by organized labor. 

He cannot very well go all out in antagonizing labor, if he has 
any hopes of winning re-election next year. He must at least 
stand by labor in some of the sterner sections of the bill. 

GOP Chance The Republicans see an opportunity to put the 

President on the spot in connection with the leg- 
islation in that he stands to be damned from one side or the other 
regardless of which way he turns. 

The country is demanding labor reforms and will be inclined 
to condemn him for a veto. Yet if he signs the measure he is cer- 
tain to antagonize labor 

From their standpoint, the Republican leadership of the House 
at least has seemed to take the view that the better strategy tor 
the party calls for sending a bill to the White House that will be 
sure to invite a veto. In that way they see where the issue will 
he forced into the 1948 presidential campaign. 

Rut the real needs of the country would seem to be server bDet- 
ter by a bit of compromise. Certain labor reforms are very muck 
in order. and the best way to get these would be for both sides to 
forego politics in the national interest.

To conclude that 
this makes Birkhead a Commu- 
nist or his Friends of Democracy 
a Communist front would be to 
adopt the process by which he 
arrives at the decision that be- 
cause Flynn is a nationalist and 
Hitler was a nationalist, Flynn 
must be a Nazi. 

Birkhead says his Friends of 
Democracy is “an educational or- 
ganization,” to inform the Amer- 
ican people of the propaganda to 
which they are subject. When 
others do this, they are propagan- 
dists. When Birkhead does it, he 
is an educator.
